The  Department  exercises  general  responsibility  for  the  local  authority  personal  social 
services  for  blind  people,  mainly  through  legislation  contained  in  the  National  Assistance 
Act,  1948,  the  Local  Authority  Social  Services  Act,  1970,  and  the  Chronically  Sick  and 
Disabled  Persons  Act,  1970.  It  is  concerned  also  with  financial  benefits  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Supplementary  Benefit  Act,  1966,  and,  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Health  Services  and  Public  Health  Act,  1968,  with  financial  assistance  to  certain  volun¬ 
tary  organisations  in  the  field  of  services  for  the  blind.  The  Department  is  also  respon¬ 
sible  for  medical  services  for  blind  people  provided  under  the  National  Health  Service 
Act.  The  functions  of  the  former  Advisory  Committee  on  the  Health  and  Welfare  of 
Handicapped  Persons  have  been  absorbed  by  the  Personal  Social  Services  Council.

Under  the  Disabled  Persons  (Employment)  Acts  1944  and  1958  the  Department  of 
Employment  provides  training  for  blind  people  for  subsequent  employment  in  a  shel¬ 
tered  workshop  or  homeworkers  scheme.  The  Department  also  makes  per  capita 
grants  to  local  authorities  towards  the  cost  of  providing  such  employment  either  them¬ 
selves  directly  or  through  the  agency  of  a  voluntary  organisation.  Grants  towards 
approved  capital  expenditure  may  also  be  paid  either  to  the  local  authority  or  voluntary 
organisation  as  appropriate. 

The  National  Advisory  Council  on  Employment  of  Disabled  People,  which  was  set  up 
by  the  then  Minister  of  Labour  under  Section  17  of  the  Disabled  Persons  (Employment) 
Act  1944,  appointed  a  committee  to  advise  on  problems  relating  to  the  industrial 
rehabilitation,  training  and  employment  of  blind  persons.  This  committee,  which  is 
known  as  the  Blind  Persons  Committee,  is  joined  by  experts  nominated  by  local 
authorities  and  voluntary  organisations  which  are  concerned  with  these  problems. 
The  Trading  Representations  (Disabled  Persons)  Act  1958  provided  for  the  registration 
with  the  Department  of  persons  or  organisations  who,  in  the  course  of  business  sold 
or  solicited  orders  for  goods  or  made  representation  during  visits  from  house  to  house 
or  by  post  that  blind  or  otherwise  disabled  persons  were  employed  in  the  production, 
preparation  or  packaging  of  the  goods  or  that  such  disabled  persons  benefited  from 
the  sale  of  the  goods  or  the  carrying  on  of  the  business.  The  Trading  Representation 
(Disabled  Persons)  Amendment  Act  1972  abolished  requirement  to  register  with  the 
Department  and  made  it  illegal  from  1  January  1973  for  any  person  to  make  such 
representations  either  from  door  to  door,  by  post  or  by  telephone.  The  only  bodies 
permitted  to  make  such  claims  are  local  authorities,  sheltered  workshops  for  disabled 
people  approved  by  the  Department  of  Employment  under  the  Disabled  Persons 
Employment  Acts  and  charities  registered  with  local  authorities  under  the  appropriate 
legislation.  The  only  people  trading  for  personal  gain  who  are  allowed  under  the  Act 
to  claim  that  the  sale  or  exchange  of  their  goods  will  benefit  disabled  people  are  those 
disabled  people  who  are  themselves  running  their  own  business  and  have  themselves 
actually  made  the  goods  they  are  offering  for  sale  or  exchange.  Complaints  about 
apparent  illegal  activities  of  traders  should  be  made  direct  to  the  police  or  local  authority.

The  Employment  Service  Agency  is,  with  the  Training  Services  Agency,  an  executive 
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arm  of  the  Manpower  Services  Commission.  The  Commission  was  established  on 
1  January  1974  to  take  responsibility  from  the  Department  of  Employment  for  running 
the  public  employment  and  training  services. 

Under  the  Disabled  Persons  (Employment)  Acts,  1944  and  1958,  The  Employment 
Service  Agency  has  an  interest  in  the  employment  rehabilitation,  training  and  employ¬ 
ment  of  blind  people.  The  facilities  include  the  employment  rehabilitation  of  blind 
people  in  approved  centres,  the  training  of  blind  people  (under  schemes  administered  by 
the  Training  Services  Agency)  whether  for  employment  in  a  professional  capacity  or  in 
ordinary  industry,  and  the  placing  of  blind  people  in  industrial  employment.  Close  co¬ 
operation  is  maintained  between  the  Agency,  local  authorities  and  voluntary  organisa¬ 
tions  concerned  with  the  welfare  of  blind  people.  Every  local  office  of  the  Agency  has 
the  services  of  a  Disablement  Resettlement  Officer  who,  working  under  the  direction  of 
the  Manager  and  in  co-operation  with  other  officers,  has  the  special  duty  of  assisting 
disabled  people  to  obtain  suitable  employment  and  training  where  necessary.  At 
selected  offices  of  the  Agency  there  are  Blind  Persons  Resettlement  Officers  whose  duty 
it  is  to  assist  blind  people  to  obtain  suitable  industrial  employment. 

Enquiries  in  connection  with  individual  blind  people  should  be  addressed  to  local 
offices  of  the  Agency,  and  enquiries  with  regard  to  questions  of  policy  should  be 
addressed  either  to  the  regional  or  headquarters  offices  of  the  Department  of  Employ¬ 
ment.

In  addition,  the  Director  makes  frequent  tours  of  the  Society’s  area  of 
operation,  planning  developments  in  the  field  of  blind  welfare  with  the  governments  and 
societies  responsible.  The  Society’s  Commonwealth  Scholarship  Fund  provides  scholar¬ 
ships  for  the  training  of  blind  welfare  workers  and  ophthalmic  staff  from  the  developing 
countries  of  the  Commonwealth  and  finances  certain  research  projects.The  Society  has 
16mm  sound  films  available  for  loan.
